Farm ers between Ada and 
Fitz­ 
hugh appear to be keeping up fair­ 
ly well with their work and most 
crops are clean. Everybody is busy 
and with a favorable season there is 
no reason why a good crop of ev­ 
erything should not be made. Some 
sm all grain looks fine and some not 
so good, but I believe a fair yield 
of oats and w heat will be had. I 
was told ‘by several th a t barely is 
not up to the average this year. I 
wag in two cotton fields Tuesday, 
one belonging to G. L. Morgan, who 
lives near the station at Fitzhugh, 
and the other was M. D. Fine’s on 
the road tow ards Ada. Mr. Morgan 
and I hunted for weevils but found 
none. In Mr. Fine's field I exam in­ 
ed a t least 200 plants and found 
one weevil. Fitzhugh farm ers are 
giving quite a bit of attention to 
Irish potatoes this year. M. D. Fine 
has 20 acres in this crop, A. 
C 4 
Thompson has IO and others have 
devoted a fair sized acreage to this 
crop. They prom ise very well. Sev­ 
eral 
years ago 
Fitzhugh 
farm ers 
made several cars of potatoes every 
season, but the m arket dropped so 
low th at they were forced to give it 
up. M. D. Fine raised a fairly good 
crop of potatoes last year but the 
dry w eather cut the yield consider­ 
ably. 
M. D. Fine has a w heat field that 
affords a striking dem onstration of 
the 
value of 
frequent cultivation 
of the land. Last year this land was 
divided am ong corn, cane, cotton 
and potatoes. The corn ground was 
broken late and was rath er rough 
on account of the vegetation. The 
w heat here is very poor. The cane 
patch is also poor, but one can tell 
to the inch w here the cotton stood. 
W hen 
the 
weevils 
appeared 
last 
sum m er Mr. Fine plowed up the cot­ 
ton and put the ground in fall Irish 
potatoes. On another part he rais­ 
ed two crops of potatoes. Of course 
this ground was kept stirred and 
now one of the finest 
fields of 
wheat I have seen is nearly ready 
to harvest. 
A. C. Thom pson is turning much 
of his attention to Poland China 
pure bred hogs. He has 2 5 pi|* '| 
bred spring pigs now and six brood 
sows. They are running in an al- 
falfa field and thriving. Mr. Thom p­ 
son says he has his sights set on 
m aking $1,000 from this source next 
year. He has been raising venter 
barley for the past four years and 
says when crushed it is one of the 
I best feeds for hogs and other live­ 
stock th at he has tried. He has 15 


I acres of it this year and 5 of corn. 
! He has only about IO acres of cot- 


i ton, but is planting 14 acres in 


I cane to provide roughage for his 
I stock* 
G. L. M organ has som e 20 or 25 
I acres in cotton and has a good 
stand. His corn is doing well, al­ 
though like m ost other corn crops 
this year, is a trifle late. He has 
30 acres of corn and 40 of oats. 
J. G. Henry is a newcomer, hav­ 
ing bought the Wresson place last 
fall. He moved to it from Collings­ 
w orth county, Texas, in December, 
bringing w ith him a drove of pure 
bred Poland C hina hogs.

A disease whbch attacks tom atoes 
in Oklahom a quite frequently is the 
blossom end ro t which is a physioal­ 
ogical dsease. In other w ord*’Ait 
the result of an abnorm al food or 
w ater supply. It is m ore abundant 
during* dry 
seasons and 
soils. At first the tom ato has the 
appearance 'o f being brown or wa­ 
ter soaked near or at the blossom 
end. This spot increases in size and 
frequently becomes black as well 
as hard and leathery. Up to the 
present this season hag been w et 
throughout the entire state and as 
dry w eather sets in blossom end 
rot is apt to be bad.
